conditions are under

may hope to organize possibilities 
for an independent commonwealth. 
Tho Danube monarchy against 
which the allies 
and 
associated 
powders waged war, and concluded 
an armistice ceased to exist. The 
12th of 
November 1918 
may 
be 
considered the date of its death. 
From this date there was no mon­ 
arch any more, or a bigpoyer over 
which he 
could 
hold 
his 
sway. 
There was no more the fatal dual­ 
ism, neither an Austrian or H un­ 
garian government, no army, or 
other institution vested with pow*ei 
There remained only a nationality 
deprived of any public organiza 
tion and over night they created 
their own parliament, their own 
government and their own armies.
